Pledged to Oppose Conscription 
. The Quebec critics of government 
policy on the plebiscite by which a 
release from pledges against con- 
scription will be sought were Max~ 
ime Raymond (Lib, Beauharnols- 
Laprairie) and L, P, Lizotte (Lib. 
Kamouraska.) 

Mr. Raymond said a “pact” was 
made when Canada _ entered the 
war that there would be no con- 
scription for overseas service, On 
that understanding those who were 
opposed to pation in the 
war consented. They had lived up 
to their side of the bargain and 
had participated in the war effort, 
Tt was unfalr for the other parties 
to the bargain to refuse to live up 
to their part now, 

“I am opposed to conscription 
personally and have pledged myself 
to oppose it,” he said, 

Mr. Lizotte sald he was sure 
the people of his constituency 
would vote “No” to the govern~- 
ment’s request in the plebiscite for 
telease from past commitments. 
Personally, he said, he had pledged 
himself against conscription and 
would not have the audacity to go 
back and ask his electors to 
change thelr minds.

‘Tuberculosis is a dangerous di- 
Sease, the Minister pointed out, in 
that it kills more people than al! 
other contagious diseases put to- 
gether. Its danger lies in the fact 
that a person unknowingly may 
have it and infect others before it 
1s discovered. Tuberculosis, hospital- 
ized in its early stages takes less 
than $1,000 to treat as compared to 
$2,000 to $5,000 In the more ad- 
vanced stages. Importance of early 
discovery and prompt hospitalization 
is obvious. 

Although most families can fi- 
nance a short period of illness in its 
members, very few are able to af- 
ford expense of prolonged sanatoria 
care, he continued. As a result less 
than 14 per cent of sanatoria pa- 
tients are able to contribute any- 
thing towards their maintenance. 

The maintenance of these patients 
is the price society must pay for 
protection against the disease and 
for rec! of its members back 
to a state of health.

Director of Tubercular Clinic, Dr. 
G. C. Brink, introduced by Dr. Brier- 
ley, head of the Belleville Chest 
Clinic, paid tribute to the co-opera- 
tion of Dr, Welsh and the Honorable 
Minister of Health in the betterment 
of public health. The laboratory, he 
said, would make the hospital more 
a health centre for clinical diseases. 
Eighteen years ago, the chest clinic 
was started, and the then Minister 
of Health, Dr. J. J. Faulkner secur- 
ed and increased nt from the 
government to f tate this work, 
Legislature since ‘then has enabled 
the government to regulate control 
of tuberculosis.

Public Health laboratories were 
established on the North “American 
continent forty years ago. Dr. 
Andrew McNab, director cf Provin- 
cial «Health Laborateu‘es, told 
the gathering. The first one in 
Canada was established in 1605 and 
from the period of 1911-21 seven 
were inaugutated. Evidence of pro- 
gress in the work is seen in the fact, 
he said, that from July Ist to Dec. 
Sist, 1941, the work done in the 
Belleville Laboratory exceeded the 
total done by all labs in 1911. 

A local laboratory js an absolute 
necessity, in the speaker's opinion. 
He illustrated what results the lack 
of such a centre would be, in that 
diagnosis of certain diseases could be 
done in one-half hour instead of 
thirty-six hours if the ~ laboratory 
was ted 100 miles away. It also 
gives information regarding the re- 
ation to the new sulfa drugs, and ts 
& great ald to the doctor in this re- 
Spect. It also assists in the early 
diagnosis of whooping cough and s0- 
clal diseases. Starting of the labora- 
tory, however, does not mean that 
the expense ends with its equipment 
and supplies. Tests are constantly 
changing, and speeding up. Tools 
must be supplied with which the 
work has t pe done. Concluding, 
Dr. McNab s' that a laboratory 
does not establisli diagnosis, it 
merely confirms that of the psys!- 
clan which is symptomal. 

The speaker was introduced by Dr. 
McKay, director of laboratory in the 
Belleville Hospital, while apprecia- 
tion of Dr. McNab’s remarks was 
voleed by His Worship Mayor Glen 
E. Thompson of Belleville.

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Best Use For Metal War Relics 

In a time of scarcity of war-metal, one 
of the best uses*to which war relics con- 
taining metal can. be put is to transform 
these familiar monuments of the last war 
and other campaigns, from obsolete, use- 
less, rust-gathering memory chasers into 
fleet deadly weapons fitted to modern 
war requirements, ae 

In Belleville there are two pieces of 
German artillery taken in the Great War 
of 1914-18. These occupy a prominent 
place on the lawn about the armouries 
and can better serve as metal in new 


/weapong of the 1942 vintage to deal 


deadly blows at the enemy, rather than 
ting away as at present. 
For a call for an inventory of such 


. pieces has gone out from the Department 


of National Defence to every part of 
Canada through the various Military 
Districts. From M. D. No. 3, Kingston, 
has come this appeal. 

“Have you a howitzer, a cannon, @ 
broken-down machine-gun or other war- 
metal tucked away somewhere in your 
attic or basement storeroom If you have 
and you are willing to part with it. you 
can make a valuable contribution to the 
national war effort by getting in touch 
immediately with the Ordnance Officer, 


Military District No. 3, Kingston.” 


Local salvage committees or other re- 
sponsible bodies in cities, towns and 
villages are asked to prepare @ list of all 
available scrap metal of this nature 
owned by individuals or organizations. 
The list should contain a full description 
of the items and where they are located, 


- the name of the present owners or individ- 


uals and whether they are willing to 
relinquish them. 

At the present time, however, all that is 
required is information. Once this is 
obtained an inventory will be made and 
steps taken to dispose of the metal. It is 
requested, therefore, that the articles 
themselves be kept until the donors are 
notified by the district Ordnance Officer 
as to the methods of disposal. 

In regard to the guns at the armouries, 
there is uncertainty or confusion as to 
ownership and as to whether they were 
presented to the city or not, or belong to 
the Department of National Defence. 
However there would be no difficulty in 
this respect as Lieut.-Col. Gribble states 
that he would be in favor of turning the 
gung over for this purpose if the city 
council would give up any right the city 
might have in them. 

On Victoria Park are two very heavy 
guns of a, very old type, containing a 
great amount of meta]. These. too, might 
be utilized for the same purpose of manu- 
facturing new weapons for use in the 
present war since metal is so much needed. 

Some individuals who have relics of 
such a nature might have regrets at 
relinquishing personal relics of this kind, 
but the need is great. About the large 
cannon and artillery pieces there can be 
norobjection in _ offering them for this 
worthwhile purpose. They are not orna- 
mental and even if they were, they could 
well be disposed of for the cause. The 
places where they are will look better 
without them. And in addition there 
would be general satisfaction. that they 
have been turned to practical use in a day 
when restrictions on use of materials are 
being put into operation through necessity 
of the war effort. -

“1 ACCUSE YOU, HITLER” , 


The following letter was .written by a 
Czech, a former musician in the State 


Theatre at Prague. 
used for obvious reasons, 

-ITamaCzech. I was a violinist at the 
State Theatre in Prague. But you robbed 
me of that job. You robbed me of my 
family. Those are but two of the crimes 
of which I accuse you, Hitler! 

You probably never heard my name, 
Adolf Hitler—because it’s not a very dis- 
tinguished name. There are plenty of men 
called my name in Czecho-Slovakia, 
and I never was’ a very distinguishe 
person. 5,2 

But you made a dead set at me, Hitler: 
because of all the things I stood for. 

I wag a violinist once—not that you'd 
think so to look at my hands now, after 
labouring for, you. 

Now I sbéli never play a violin again. 
You wanted that, I know. Czechs must not 
be musieians—or writers, or thinkers, or 
doctors—but just beasts of burden to do 
the heavy work for the “‘Master Race.” 

I've almost forgotten now what it was 
like to live with one’s family, with three 
rooms and running water. And we were 
going to get a wireless set, I remember... 

And now, Jan, my eldest, has been 
takes off to be assistant to that drunken 
German carpenter in Eger; and Karel, I 
hear. has been carted off to Germany to 
work on the land, though 12 is young to 
start working on the land, and Karel 
always wanted to be a doctor. 

My wife died of shock when you shot 
her nephew in the massacre at the 
student’s hostel on October 16, back in 
1989._ > 

And here I am now, one of four in a 
room outside Brno. I count myself lucky 
to scrape together £1 a week with casual 
jobs onthe road and what my friends 
send me now and then. Sometimes I carry 
bags for your German officers’ fat, fraus. 

Not that the money matters so much, 
because there’s nothing left to buy in Brno 
after your Germans have done their shop- 
ping, and what I get will usually run to 
my weekly 2lb, loaf and 1l4oz. .of-meat 
and my half a cake of soap, when it’s to 
be bought at all. ° ‘ 

No, Herr Hitler, it’s hard just to 
remember what life was like in those days. 
But there are some other things I do 
remember — oh, I remember them so 
distinctly. 

The day. for instance, that I saw my old 
commanding officer, Colonel Houska, the 


man I followed across half the world with] 


the volunteers from Siberia back in °17. 

They brought him through the hall in 
Petskek's bank the first day I was called 
uf for interrogation by the Gestapo. Such 
a poor shrivelled, shapeless thing he was 
When the S.S. had done with him, I know 
he never jumped out of that fourth floor 
window by himself; he couldn’t, for one 
thing. : 

You can’t jump out of windows with 
your knee-cap bashed in by a truncheon— 
besides, he wasn't that sort, not Colonel 
Houska. 

I remember, too, the day that old 
Franktioek Klukal, Blanca’s father, heard 
that he'd got to quit the farm because the 
Germans wanted it. You see, Blanca and I 
were staying at ‘the farm . then because 
we'd got nowhere else to stay. - ‘ 
The old man just sat down like a little 
helpless child and whimpered: “They 
can’t do that! Why.” he gaid, “there have 
been members of our family herd on this 
farm since 1423.” 

So old Klukal had to clear out, and I 
don’t wonder if he did lose his reason. 
You see. he had just put all he’d got into 
that farm. : 

That's what you've done,.Herr Hitler, 
to me, and that’s what you’ve-done to 
Czecho-Slovakia. ‘ 

Maybe I shan’t live much longer, but 
Czecho-Slovakia will live! Get that, 
Hitler. I tell you, she will live. 

But maybe I’m-going to hang on a bit 
too. Because there's just one thing that 
keeps me going, Hitler, and that’s,the 
prospect of seeing you and all your,gang 
standing up in/-the dock . to answer the 
charges we shall bring against you, : 

There'll be British soldiers on guard, 
Herr Hitler, and we shall hear the song of 
the Czech Legionnaries on Wencestas- 
street once more.

Once Blitz Attack Sapped of Speed 
It Loses Essential Superiority 





What is behind the Russian‘s 
successes against the Germans? 
In two articles, of which this ts 
the first, analyzing and high- 
lighting the significance of recent 
dispatches from the Winter front, 
Gladwin Hill explains how the 
Russians have taken the sting out 
of German blitzkrieg.

His experience showed 
that about 70 per cent of new tires are fit 
for reconditioning and that such recondi- 
tioning represents a saving of from 60 to 
75 percent in new rubber ‘as against 
replacement. With retreaded or recapped 
tires ‘maximum speed shouldy be held 
miles an hour and wheels 
bearing the reconditioned tires must be 
carefully balanced after moulding. to 
prevent uneven wear. 
The office of Emergency Management 
at Albany has adopted a number of rules 
for conserving tires. 
dangerous at high speeds the Commis- 
gioner said as he urged reduction.

But many writers now use “deci- 
mation” in the sense of heavy 
Joss or, great slaughter or even com- 
plete destruction, 

Purists frown on this usage, and 
the use of “decimation” as a gen- 
eral term for great slaughter has 
been condemned as incorrect and 
ridiculous by many authorities on 
English speech who have written 
during the last half century. 

The trouble with the modern use 
of the term “decimate” in con- 
nection with war, losses is that it 
conveys no definite meaning. When 
we read that a regiment was deci- 
mated, we have no way of knowing 
whether the losses were light or 
heavy. For all the reader knows, 
the regimented reported to have 
been decimated. may have lost a 
small percentage of its men, or it 
may have been completely wiped 
out, The term simply has no satis- 
factory meaning at the present 
time.and were best not.used at all.

Toronto, Feb, 11 (CP).—Followirg 1s the text of the Throne speech 
delivered at the opening of the seventh seSsion of the twentieth Ontario 
Legislature by Lieutenant-Governor Albert Matthews this afternoon:

At the  out- 
break of the first Great War he 
served overseas for the duration and 
efter the war went to RMC, at 
Kingston, where he served in an im- 
portant post until he retired in 1938, 
At the outbreak of the present war, 
Col. Stethem was called back to 
duty as assistant director of Intern- 
ment Operations and served in that 
capacity until 10, when he was 
appointed’ Director, and occupied 
that position until he was compelled 
to retire in the latter part of 1941, 
due to the recurrence of an old in- 
fury sustained -in the last war, Col. 
Stethem has seen the growth and 
inception of the Internment camps 
in Canada and told some very inter- 
esting and entertaining stories.

Organized From Scratch 

“At the outbreak of the war,” sald 
Col, Stethem, “as far as enemy 
aliens were concerned they were not 
interned unless they were subversive. 
‘The Internment Operations branch 
of National Defence was organized 
from scratch and speed was the 
essential quality. We had in Canada 
® German national group, that was

The term Easter in Anglo-Saxon 
is derived from “Ostera,” the divin- 
ity of spring of the ancient Norse- 
men, who was welcomed in a festi- 
yal of her annual return. 

The forerunner of Easter was the 
celebration of the “Pesach” or 
“passing over" by the twelve tribes 
of Israel to commemorate the pass- 
ing of the angel of the Lord over the 
Hebrew households when death 
smote the first born of the Egyp- 
tlans, t 

Early Christians began to observe 
the Jewish festivals in a new spiri 
because the Resurrection pvershad- 
owes all events of the past. 

A controversy, raging for many 
centuries, began when the Church at 
Rome observed the day on the Sun- 
day after the Passover, marking the 
difference between Judaism and 
Christianity, while the Eastern 
churches were reluctant to change 
and still held it on the same day as 
the Passover.

air known-as “Hall to the Chief,” 
invariably played when the Presi- 
dent of the United States appears 
&t a public gathering, 
But perhaps few persons have 
any idea as to when this tune first 
became identified with the chief 
executive of the United States. 

This alr was composed by Sir 
Henry Rowley Bishop, noted Eng- 


lish musician, who composed, the air | “ 


of John Howard Payne's “Home 
Sweet Home,” and who just a hun- 
dred years ago was the first musi- 
clan ever to be knighted. 

The air was based on the High- 
land boat song ‘in the second canto 
of Sir Walter Scott’s “Lady of the 
Lake,” 


That was the song sung by the 
followers of Rhoderick Dhu as they 


rowed their barges to the Island 
refuge of their chief in Loch 
Katrine, 


The song begins with the famous 
lne: “Hall to the Chief, who in 
triumph advances!” We ‘dare say 
very féw persons today can recite 
the rest of the Highland boat song. 

For-half a century the alr of 
“Hall to the Chief was played on 
publis cccasions to announce the 
approach of any person of prom-

Drivera who use the roads and their 
cars to.speed can ‘learn something from 
Popular Mechanic, Magazine which cites 
mileage efficiency. tests with numbers of 
popular makes of cars to: show the folly 
of high speeds. There is a startling loss of 
power and fuel at great speeds to over- 
come wind resistance alone. At eighty 
miles per hour the average car lost 48 
horse power just to buck the wind, which 
‘is equivalent-to climbing a 6.8 percent in- 
cline. At forty miles an hour the loss was 
reduced to six horse power. What does the 
difference mean in gasolifie which is to be 
rationed, in rubber which especially. is 
scarce and in'the mechanism of the car 
itself? Drivers can figure this out for 
themselves,

Who Are the Victims? 

Motorists and pedestrians should be 
interested in street fatality figures com- 
pile by the Montreal Police Traffic 
Bureau. “Hitherto” says the Montreal 
Herald, referring to the report, “it has 
been taken as a maxim that the child 
represents the greatest traffic hazard. 
Warning and admonitions have been 
centred on the child and on the driver in 
relation to the child.” ‘ 

But facts . show that the majority of 
fatal injuries in traffic accidents in that 
city were to persons over 45 years of age. 

Therefore the Herald advocates that 
safety agencies subject the adult popila- 
tion to a concentrated barrage of educa- 
tiona] propaganda, The child can be care- 
less and inattentive. and so become a 
hazard but his eyes are alert and so are 
his ears and his nerves. and muscles 
quickly respond. Not so with those of the 
years «when the senses begin to fail and 
reactions slow down. These latter, those 
who have passed the forty-five-year mark, 
are entering “‘the dangerous age”’ in more 
senses than one, says the Herald.
